The transit of Venus across the 
sun’s disk will take place on Wednes- 
day, December 6, 1882. The Green- 
wich mean times of the principal 
phases of the transit, as seen from the 
surface of the earth are as follows: 
External contact at ingress, 1 
hour, 56 minutes and 11 sec- 
onds; internal contact at in- 
gress, 2 hours 17 minutes 2 seconds; 
internal contact at egress, 7 hours 53 
minutes 51 seconds; external contact 
at egress, 8 hours 14 minntes 43 sec- 
onds. It will be observed from the 
foregoing that the planet will not be 
more than half way across the sun’s disc 
at sunset, which occurs on that date at 
4:40 p.m. Ifthe weather should be 
clear the transit may be observed with 
the naked eye through smoked glass, 
the planet appearing like a small 
speck on the glowing surface of 
the sun. It might be time well 
employed if the teachers of the 
public schools would only have 
a sufficient number of pieces of 
smoked glass prepared for the use of 
their pupils and explain to them the 
reasons for taking the most accurate 
observations that can be had at the 
instaut when the planet first appears 
to touch the sup, when it is exactly on 

_the center, and alse at the last instant 
of contact, |

An Actress Killed. 
Cincinnati, Nov. 30. 

This afternoon, at the Coliseum 
Theater, in the fourth act of the play 
of “Si Slocum,” Frank Frayne, in 
sheoting an apple off the head of 
“Lucy Slocum,” personated by Miss 
Anuie Von Behrens, missed the apple 
and shot her in the head. She died 
in fifteen minutes. Frayne was ar 
rested immediately. The curtain fell 
and the play stopped. The audience 
supposed that the girl was only slightly 
hurt. Frayne used a rifle of 22 calibre 
and was executing a backward shot. 
The catch-snap of the rifle was imper 
fect and slipped just as the hammer 
fell and blew the cartridge out back- 
ward. . 

When the curtain went down great 
excitement prevailed and came pear 
being a panic, as Frayne’s loud lamen- 
tations were heard infront. After his 
arrest he was released on bail. It is 
said he was engaged to be married to 
deceased, 

Frank Frayne, who shot Miss Van 
Behrens, passed a restless, frenzied 
night, and paced the floor in uncon- 
trolled grief. He will go east to inter 
the body if the case is disposed of to- 
morrow. 


Systematic Stealing. 
Cuicaco, Dec. 1. 

In an interview last nigLt O. R. 
Keith, of the firm of Keith & Co.,a 
large wholesale millinery house, stated 
that the firm has discovered the plan 
by which the house has been robbed 
of about $6,000 during the last 18 
months. The guilty parties are Sam- 
uel Munger, salesman, and J. B. Cur 
tis, accountant forthe house. Munger 
works on an assured salary and com- 
mission on sales, and Curtis as ac- 
countant figured up the commission 
on Munger’s sales, which were en- 
tered on the books, but the commis— 
sions were calculated from fictitious 
amcunts. Keith says that the heuse, 
has the written confession of both 
men.

Steamship Sunk. 
| Hauirax, Nov. 30. 


The steamer Cedar Grove, from 
London for Halifax and St. Jobn, 
struck the ledges off Cape Canso this 


morning during a gale, and sunk an 
hour later in 10 fathoms, Three boats 
were launched shortly after the vessei 
struck, two of which, containing 30 
people, reached shore safely. The re- 
maining boat has not been heard from, 
and it is feared she is lost in the break- 
ers. The captain, chief officer, and 
Miss Farrell, a paasenget, are missing. 

Hatirax, Dec. 1. | 

The latest from Canso is that one 
life--boat and 19 persons are missing. 
It is not known how many succeeded 
in getting into the first boat. Some 
were seen to jump overboard. Others 
were washed off when the bow of the 
ship swamped, and it could not be 
ascertained in the darkness how many 
were taken into the boat. The ship 
struck on Walker’s Reef back of Cape 
Island, a mile west of Cranberry 
Island, and not on White Point, as 
before reported. Breakers were seen 
and the engines reversed some min- 
utes before the ship struck. She re- 
mained above water three hours after 
striking. 4s she now lies, her taff- 
rail is visible at low water. 

A oger makes the following 
statement: I was below when the ves- 
sel struck the rock. The chief officer 
requested.me to look. out for the boats, 
provisions, water, etc. After provid- 
ing for these I went below again at 
the chief officer’s request. Several 
firemen refusing to work after an hour 


and a balf’s work, the chief engineer 


ordered them all on deck. On going 
up I found the engineer's companion- 
way gone, and making my way through 
the office,-I got up by a ladder there. 
deck I discovered 
the vessel sinking rapidly and every- 
one had abandoned her but myself, 
the 2d and 8d engineer and one fire-| 


man. We ieaped into the water to- 
gether. The fireman and g were 
gens, up by the chief engineer’s boat. 
saw or heard nothing of Captain 
Fritz or others who left the sinking 
ship with him. The last I saw of 
Miss Farrell was at the cabin door: 
We had hard work to keep the boat 
afloat, having to bail constantly, but 
reached land at 9 in the morning.

A Poatoffice Improvement. 
The Postmaster-General has taken 
a step which it is believed, in some 
quarters, will materially affect the fu- 
ture operations and reforms uf the 
Department. This was the conclu- 


sion of the contract with Leo Ehr- 
lich of St. Lomis, for the use ot his re- 
cent ingenious invention of a combi- 
nation letter sheet and envelope. By 
the middle of January next the Ehr- 
lich invention will be on sale at the 
principal postoffices of the country, in 
thé shape of a Jetter-sheet, an envel- 
ope and stamp, all for three cents, and 
circular letter and stamp for one cent, 
adding the cost of paper. The 
single letter sheets are manu- 
gum flaps, which 
when the sheet is folded, lap over to 
open edges and secure the missive, A 
Government stamp is to be embossed 
on one of the flaps, which comes over 
like the flap on an envelope, and the 
whole thing is licked, stamped and 
sealed with the same motion. This 
brings the stamp where the old wafers 
and seals used to be, instead of being 
‘on the upper right hand corner. The 
Postmaster will be compelled to apply 
the cancellation stamp, as the letters 
cannot be opened nor the embossed 
stamp removed without destroying the 
stamp.
